LOS ANGELES, May 15—Three 
men arrested in the kidnapping of 
William F. Gettle, released un- 
ransomed and unharmed Monday 
night, were reported by authori- 
ties today to have admitted parti- | 
cipation in the abduction of the 
Beverly Hills millionaire. 

Statements of the three, made in 
the presence cf police detectives, 
sheriff's deputies and postoffice in- | 
spectors named Jimmy Kirk as the 
alleged “brains” of the plot; Harry 
Kerrigan as the man who guarded 
Gettle, and Roy Williams as the 
one who aided Kirk in seizing the 
millionaire at his summer home 
last week. 

Kerrigan was quoted by police 
as saying he was to have received 
$18,000 for acting as Gettle’s guard, 
and that Kirk had ordered Gettle 
to write the letters regarding ar- 
rangements for delivery of the $60,- 
000 ransom.

NO ROOM FOR RAIN-MAKERS 


Russian scientists at Tashkent, in western 
mid-Asia, claim to have found how to cause 
rain to fall when they want it to, thus multiply- 
ing the potential productivity of the vast but 
arid plains of Turkestan—where once the 
armies of Genghiz Khan rode and fought, and 
massacred millions. 

Soviet authorities will hail that as an 
portant and beneficent discovery. They have 
directed the sowing of three times as much 
wheat this year as last, and have képt them- 
selves free to export as much of the crop as 
they please. 

In Canada, artificial rain-making would 
be officially regarded as another invention of 
the evil one to confound the wisdom of the 
trade restricters and crop curtailers and afflict 
the nation with still more embarrassing sur- 
plusses of real wealth. 

Our rulers, federal and provincial, think 
nature has been altogether too bountiful, despite 
five successive years of crop failure in the 
semi-arid zone, and are calling upon the 
farmers to sow less, that they may reap less 
and have less to sell. An enterprising scien- 
tist who set up rain-making machinery here 
and got results would likely enough be 
branded as a public enemy, and deported if he 
had not secured citizenship rights.

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The Passing Show

If William Jennings Bryan was as sound 
in his theology as in his demand for the monet- 
ization of silver, his footsteps along the golden 
pavements of Heaven must have quickened a 
week ago today when from the White House 
there came an official statement indicating 
that United States will re-es- 
tablish silver as basic money. 
President Roosevelt is said to 
favor the purchase of silver 
by the Treasury until 25 per 
cent of the metallic reserve is 
composed of silver. 

It is one of the ironies of 
life that Bryan's devotion to 
free silver cost him the pres- 
idency. So far as the rewards 
of life are concerned it is no 
help to be born ahead of one’s 
time. 

There was urgent need for monetizing silver 
when Bryan made his “cross of gold” speech 
at the National Democratic convention in 1896, 
It was the discovery of gold in the Yukon in 
that year and the subsequent great addition to 
the gold stocks of United States that relieved 
the situation. In a different sense in which he 
meant it, Bryan was crucified on the cross of 
the Yukon gold discovery. But not even a new 
Yukon could relieve today’s need. Further 
than Bryan questioned gold, men today ask why 
currency should be limited to any metal. The 
national wealth should be the base and the na- 
tional need the measurement. Paper with the 
right signature on it, is every bit as effective 
and very much more convenient as money than 
the head of a monarch stamped on pieces of 
silver and gold.

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Arthritis Due To Toxemia 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Rheumatism is a disease which may take 
many forms—as rheumatic fever it may dam- 
age the heart valves of children; when it affects 
the muscles it causes soreness and stiffness; but 
its most virulent form, arthritis, deforms the 
joints of those past middle age, crippling the 
patient and making move- 
ment a torture. 

Arthritis is one of the old- 
est diseases known to man, as 
skeletons of the Stone Age 
show the bony changes 
brought about by this dis- 
order, yet it is still present 
today and for every patient 
who develops diabetes there 
are said to be ten who de- 
velop arthritis. 

Today’s article will dis- 
cuss that chronic form of arthritis which de- 
forms the joint to such an extent that it has 
been named arthritis deformans, but which has 
also been aptly called “The Devil's Torment.” 
It is generally seen in the patient past forty, 
and brings about marked changes in the struc- 
ture of the joint. Such changes may result 
from an outpouring of new bone which pro- 
duces an enlargement of the joints, twisting 
them out of their normal shape or they may 
chiefly affect the cartilage of the joint. The 
result of the disorder is that the joint loses its 
power of movement, becomes stiff, and is pain- 
ful,

The pain of arthritis is frequently present 
without rest both during day and night although 
it may become worse immediately before rainy 
weather. The patient undergoes periods when 
the trouble seems to grow a little better only 
to have the distress return. Usually several 
joints are affected, although at the start of the 
disorder, the trouble may seem to flit from 
joint to joint, affecting the fingers today and 
the knees tomorrow. Cold will increase the 
pain while heat will relieve it. The muscles 
leading from the joint may become wasted, 
leading to muscular weakness. If left untreated, 
the disorder grows slowly worse. 

The true cause of arthritis is a chronic 
poisoning in the body, usually arising in the 
intestinal region. Intestinal toxemia is un- 
doubtedly one of the main causes of arthritis 
and the patient who is to recover must make 
use of every measure which will tend to re- 
move such intestinal poisoning. The toxic 
wastes produced from the fermentation of an 
excess of starches are also a potent cause. Con- 
tributing causes are focal infections arising 
from the presence of pus pockets around the 
teeth, in the sinus cavities or the tonsils. Infec- 
tions in the pelvic region also play a part. A 
further cause which is little understood is the 
presence of some trouble with the feet or legs 
which interferes with the proper support of 
the body, throwing a s n on certain joints 
which causes them to break down. For example, 


an 


such abnormal conditions as flat feet, or bow- 
legs rve to hasten the formation of 
arthri cting the feet, ankles, or knees. 
From the above you will understand why 
arthritis is now recognized to be a chronic 
poisoning affecting the whole system, which 
produces an irritation chiefly affecting the 
joints.

Reciprocity Increases Employment 


The Honorable Henry L. Stinson, a Republican, and secretary 
of state in the cabinet which held office during the Republican 
administration under President Hoover, recently delivered a radio 
address in which Mr, Stinson urged that President Roosevelt be 
immediately given power to make reciprocity treaties along lines 
to be defined in an Act of Congress, but to take effect as soon as 
Signed by the president without further reference back to the 
Senate 


The reasons given were clear and convincing; the principal 
one being that to restore the normal measures of employment, 
and wage scales and salary standards and commodity prices the 
kates of commerce must be re-opened, In other words volume of 
commerce, inwards by imports and outwards by exports regulates 
the volume of employment. 


In order to get Canadian workers back to work at living wages, 
the volume of Canadian commerce must be restored by allowing 
Canadian merchants to carry on commerce both inwards by im- 
ports and outwards by exports. There is no such thing as profit- 
able oneway commerce, 


Mr. Stinson referred to the enormous losses being borne by 
the United States and by Canada during the period in which 
commerce between the two nations has been reduced to a mini- 
mum owing to the tariff war. Brought down to a daily average, 
this loss amounts to over five million dollars for each business 
day; and unemployment and wage reductions due to this loss 
affect more than one million people every day. More people in 
Canada are plunged into distress by the Canada-U.S, tariff war 
than are employed in all the tariff-protected industries in Canada. 


What the tariff makers always forget is that volume of com- 
merce is created and maintained by the vision of merchants and 
not by governmental laws and regulation. Governments can and 
do regulate volume of commerce out of existence; but the only 
way to get a volume of commerce created and maintained is to 
remove commercial obstructions and allow free scope to mer- 
chants in the use of their trading capital. Nothing else will result 
in a full measure of employment. 


The two most injurious of commercial obstructions are high 
tariffs and restriction of the amount of currency in circulation. 
These two restrictions wrecked the entire commercial structure of 
the United States, both foreign and domestic; and you all are 
struggling with the desperate conditions created in Canada by the 
same two restrictions.
